The editor then got in touch-will! the anthor,t.es at 
Washington and found ..lhat they had not heard of the prp- 
" A'drain of farm labor from the United States at this lime 
would be a serious mailer. The supply has been shortened 
here as well as in Canada by the entrance of large numbers of 
men into tlie-anny and navy, and this shortage .s one of the 
most threatening aspects of the coming season.
